KNOCKED DOWN AND KILLED. 


Nils Wilson Meets Death in a Tragic 


Maimer Tuesday Evening. 
His 


Attempt to Pass in Front of 


An Engine Proves Fatal. 


Nils Wilson, n ig h t car inspector 
for the N orthern Pacific company in 
this city, was knocked down and 
killed by a switch engine at 7:10 
o ’clock on Tuesday evening. 
The 
accident occurred in 
front of the 
N orthern Pacific ice house on Fifth 
street, where Mr. Wilson was at 
work getting the Morris cars in 
readiness for their trip out next 
morning. A switch engine, in charge 
of Engineer W. H. Lawrence and 
Firem an W. A. Goodale, was back­ 
ing up through the y ard s going west, 
and just after the S ixth street cross­ 
ing had been passed Engineer Law ­ 
rence says he saw Wilson standing 
on the platform in front of the ice 
house and looking a t the coining 
engine. 
In a moment more his fire­ 
man called to him to stop, saying, 
“ A man started across in front of 
the engine, did he get over?” 
The 
engine was stopped and an investiga­ 
tion revealed the fact that the un­ 
fortunate man had been struck and 
fatally injured. 
Wilson was found 
lying on the south side of the track 
one 
foot 
upon 
the rail, having 
been crushed, and he was injured 
about the head. 
The man was un­ 
conscious and was at once taken to 
the N. P. Sanitarium where he died 
a short time afterward. 
On Wednesday afternoon an in­ 
quest was held at Losey & Dean’s 
undertaking rooms, the jury con­ 
sisting of the following gentlemen: 
John Larson, Silas Hall, A. P. F a r­ 
rar, S. L. Thomas, T. E. Smith and 
Sidney Hockridge. 
The testimony 
of Engineer 
Lawrence, 
Fireman 
Goodale and Switchman Fred Mc- 
Givern was taken, they being the 
only persons present at the time the 
accident occurred. 
Firem an Goodale 
stated that as the engine was about 
ten feet from where Wilson was 
standing he saw him pick up a block 
of ice in his arm s and step onto the 
track as if to go across. 
A fter fully considering the testi­ 
mony before them the jury returned 
the following verdict: 
“ We find that. Nils Wilson came to 
his death by being struck by a switch 
engine in the N orthern Pacific yards, 
the result of his own indiscretion, 
and we further find th a t the N orth­ 
ern Pacific company or its employes 


were in no wise to blame for the 
accident. 
The deceased was 12 years of age, 
and leaves a wife and five children to 
mourn his sudden death. 
He had 
been in the employ of the company 
for some time and was considered as 
one of their most careful men and 
was held in high esteem by them as 
he was also by a large circle of ac­ 
quaintances in this city and among 
the railroad men generally. 
The funeral will be held tliis after­ 
noon from the

HnguluMon* R eq u ire That C hristian In ­ 
t e r m e n t I l f I’r o i U l e i L 
The chaplain’s official station in most 
ship ceremonies and in time of battle 
is at the sick bay, where lie the sick, 
says Donahoe’s. 
Discipline and fresh 
air 
are 
wonderful 
preservatives 
of 
health, and a chaplain’s duties to the 
sick in times of peace are very light. 
\t naval hospitals, however, whither 
are brought from the ships the very 
sick and the 
seriously 
wounded, a 
chaplain finds ample field for the exer­ 
cise of that 
tender sympathy which 
wins souls to God and for the minister­ 
ing of the consolation of religion. 
It 
is also the duty of the chaplain to as­ 
sist at naval burials. 
The regulations 
require that Christian burial tie provid­ 
ed for all men who die in the service. 
If possible, the body is interred with 
the rites of the church to which the 
deceased had belonged. 
When this sad I 
duty is required at sea the ship is hove ; 
to, the flag displayed at half mast, j 
and the officers and men are mustered j 
on deck to pay their last tribute to the , 
departed. 
The funeral services follow j 
and the body is then consigned to the 
deep. 
A guard of honor tires three | 
volleys over the watery grave and the 
bugler sounds the 
last “taps”—sad, 
mournful notes of the bugle which tell 
of the hour of sleep. 
If the death oc­ 
curs at a hospital, an 
escort and a 
guard of honor from the ship to which 
the 
deceased 
had been attached ac­ 
company the funeral cortege to 
the

As the procession enters the 
cemetery the bugler proceeds, followed 
by the chaplain.

A Port A Ul« Elevator. 
We give in this issue an illustration 
of a unique portable combined power 
and elevator, for the east, economical 
and expeditious handling of farmers’ 
grain and seeds. 
For years farmers 
have labored at a great disadvantage 
in handling their grain, after harvest­ 
ing it. 
While 
possessing 
improved 
machinery of almost every description 
for the best and most economical m an­ 
ner for raising their grain, they have 
acked the necessary device for the 
easy handling and loading of same. 
This lack of proper convenience has 
prevented many farmers from dispos­ 
ing of their crops direct in the large 
distributive markets which this de­ 
vice will, through supplying a long- 
felt want, place them on a parity with 
their home grain shippers, and make it 
possible for every farmer to put ills 
grain direct on to the primary market, 
thus obtaining ail that it is possible 
tr> secure for it and thereby save an 
unnecessary middleman’s profit.

T yphoid C arried by FIIch. 
The commission of medical experts 
appointed to make scientific investiga­ 
tions of the condition of the 
United 
States army camps to discover the 
cause of typhoid fever in them has re­ 
ported unanimously to the war depart­ 
ment that the common fly is respon­ 
sible for the infection. 
The commis­ 
sion was composed of Major Lee, L)r. 
Vernon C. Vaughn 
and 
Dr. Shake­ 
speare, of Philadelphia, all prominent 
surgeons and members of the army 
medical corps. 
It was of the utmost 
Importance to ascertain definitely the 
cause of the infection, from which none 
of the camps seemed to be free. 
The 
Engineering Record remarks that the 
conclusions of the commission, while 
of the most positive character, will be 
received as simply confirmatory of a 
belief long held and expressed by san­ 
itarians, that insects play a prominent 
part in the distribution of the germs 
of cholera, typhoid and other filth dis­ 
eases. 
In camps where the water sup­ 
ply was excellent and 
the 
drainage 
good, typhoid still spread. 
Masses of 
soldiers, and sometimes every man in 
a tent, would be prostrated at a time. 
Infection of the food was indicated, 
and an increase of the disease was 
noted following rainy weather, which 
drove the flies to the shelter of the 
tents. 
Flies there were by the million 
in all these camps, and it was found 
they fed on fecal matter from the hos­ 
pitals and the sinkholes, were present 
in swarms in the tents, and at meal­ 
time shared the food of the soldiers. 
Infinitesimal as must have been 
the 
germ conveyed by 
a single fly, the 
m illions of them carried enough to in­ 
oculate through the food a large num­ 
ber of meja. 
The report appears to be 
of the greatest importance as bearing 
an the sanitation of camps in temper ■ 


middlemen in the United States, with 
costly elevators at nearly every sta­ 
tion, who must make an average of

A New 11 In ai Ina nl. 
A new process for the utilization of 
slag from an iron furnace has just been 
invented by a Chicago iron worker, 
the invention being likely 
to work 
wonders in the near future, seeing it 
is intended to become a formidable 
rival to the new acetylene gas. 
The 
product produced from 
the 
slag 
is 
ethylene, a gas of which one cubic foot 
is equal to 15 of the ordinary coal gas. 
Briefly told, the process for producing 
this new material is as follows: 
The 
slag from the iron furnace, while in 
a molten state, is poured into a con- 
verter shaped like a Bessemer vessel, 
and powdered coke poured into air 
blast. 
This powdered coke is forced 
through the melted coke, the converter 
being tipped backwards and forwards 
meanwhile. 
The mass is then passed 
between carbon electrodes, conveying a 
powerful current, and becomes con­ 
verted into a material, which being 
poured into moulds and allowed to cool, 
forms a substance somewhat like glass, 
and twice as heavy as coal. 
This sub­ 
stance is termed carbolite, and is put 
on the market in tins protected by a 
wooden casing. 
Each pound will pro­ 
duce five cubic feet of gas in a similar 
manner to carbide of calcium, the par­ 
ticular gas being what is known as 
ethylene. The automatic plant for gen­ 
erating this gas from the material is 
easily fitted up in a simple and inex­ 
pensive manner, the cost of piping be­ 
ing slight, and the maintenance 
of 
plant merely nominal. 
According to 
the Scientific American, heat or power 
can be produced at one-tenth of the 
present cost.

UliitrhPH W ith ou t IMio»phoru*. 
It is announced from England that a 
new way to make matches has been 
invented by a citizen of that country, 
Kchlmann Rosenthal, and a 
Berlin 
chemist, Dr. Von Komocki. 
The spe­ 
cial peculiarity of these matches is not 
one that makes them any more service­ 
able to those who use them, but the 
ingredients of the preparation put on 
(lie tips are such that it is now possi­ 
ble to dispense w kh phosphorus in the 
manufacture of matches. 
Phosphorus 
in its original form, and as used in the 
production of matches, is a pale yel­ 
low. waxy substance, that is highly 
inflamrnablt and is also poisonous. 
It 
has been noticed that the employes in 
a match factory are liable* to suffer 
from a disease called “phossy 
Jaw,” 
“match disease” or “flute,” 
This mal­ 
ady is a decay of the lower jaw bone, 
and is often attended with intense pain. 
For 
this reason 
it 
has 
long been 
considered desirable that a new way 
should he found to make matches. This 
as it seems lias now been done. 
To 
he sure, a modified form of phosphor­ 
us- not. poisonous, red in color and less 
liable to take fire—has been tried in 
manufacturing these very useful a r­ 
ticles; and to insure greater freedom 
from accident it has been customary 
to put the red phosphorus, not on the 
tip of the match, hut in a composition 
that coats one side of the box that con­ 
tains the matches. 
Unless these “safe­ 
ty" matches are struck on the side of 
the box they will not ignite. 
For some 
reason that is not 
generally under­ 
stood it 
is practically impossible to 
induce manufacturers to u e red phos­ 
phorus in making common matches. 
Thus they seem to show a heartless 
disregard of the health of their em ­ 
ployes. 
On the other hand, the m anu­ 
facturers say that the disease can he 
avoided if the employes use proper 
care 
It Is hard for the public to get. 
at. the truth of the matter. 
Anyhow, 
the inventors of the new match de­ 
clare that their 
matches 
will light 
when scratched anywhere, and yet they 
contain no phosphorus. 
A patent will 
be taken out. on the process before it 
is made public. 
Tt is reported that the* 
Rosenthal-Komock i 
match 
can 
he 
made as cheaply as the common match, 
and. therefore, cheaper than the “safe' 
ty” match.

“The numerous elevators along the 
llr.e, towering so far above the sur­ 
rounding country that they may be 
seen for many miles distant, sufficient­ 
ly indicate that the chief industry is 
the growing of wheat.

of Indian Head more than a million 
bushels of wheat were marketed last 
year. 
This was but a fraction of the 
amount of the same product marketed 
at the larger cities of Brandon and Re­ 
gina.

The experimental farm of Wia 
eonsin, located at Madison, produce 
nothing better.”

machinery of almost every description 
for the best and most economical man­ 
ner for raising their grain, they have 
aeked the necessary device for the 
easy handling and loading of same. 
This lack of proper convenience has 
prevented many farmers from dispos­ 
ing of their crops direct in the large 
distributive markets which this de­ 
vice will, through supplying a long- 
felt want, place them on a parity with 
their home grain shippers, and make it 
possible for every farmer to put his 
grain direct on to the primary market, 
thus obtaining ail that it is possible 
to secure for it and thereby save an 
unnecessary middleman’s profit.

N A V A L B UR I AL S . 


A New Illu m in a n t. 
A new process for the utilization of 
slag from an iron furnace has just been 
invented by a Chicago iron worker, 
the invention being likely 
to work 
wonders in the near future, seeing It 
is intended to become a formidable 
rival to the new acetylene gas. 
The | 
product produced from 
the 
slag 
is 
ethylene, a gas of which one cubic foot 
is equal to 15 of the ordinary coal gas. 
Briefly told, the process for producing 
this new material is as follows: 
The 
slag from the Iron furnace, while in 
a molten state, Is poured into a con­ 
verter shaped like a Bessemer vessel, 
and powdered coke poured into air 
blast. 
This powdered coke is forced 
through the melted coke, tho converter 
being tipped backwards and forwards 
meanwhile. 
The mass is then passed 
between carbon electrodes, conveying a 
powerful current, and becomes con­ 
verted into a material, which being 
poured into moulds and allowed to cool, 
forms a substance somewhat like glass, 
and twice as heavy as coal. This sub­ 
stance is termed carbolite, and 13 put 
on the market in tins protected by a 
wooden casing. 
Each pound will pro­ 
duce five cubic feet of gas in a similar 
manner to carbide of calcium, the par­ 
ticular gas being what is known as 
ethylene. The automatic plant for gen­ 
erating this gas from the material is 
easily fitted up in a simple and inex­ 
pensive manner, the cost of piping be­ 
ing slight, and the maintenance 
of 
plant merely nominal. 
According to 
the Scientific American, heat or power 
can be produced at one-tenth of the 
present cost. 


M atched W ith o u t P h osp h oru s. 
It is announced from England that a 
new way to make matches has been 
invented by a citizen of that country, 
Kolilmann Rosenthal, and a 
Berlin 
chemist, Dr. Von Komocki. 
The spe­ 
cial peculiarity of these matches is not 
one that makes them any more service­ 
able to those who use them, but the 
ingredients of the preparation put on 
the tips are such that it is now possi­ 
ble to dispense with phosphorus In the 
manufacture of matches. 
Phosphorus 
in its original form, and as used in the 
production of matches, is a pale yel­ 
low, waxy substance, that is highly 
inflammablt and is also poisonous. It 
has been noticed that the employes in 
a match factory are liable to suffer 
from a disease called “phossy 
jaw,” 
“match discase” pr “flute,” 
This mal­ 
ady is a decay of the lower jaw bone, 
and is often attended with intense pain. 
For 
this reason 
it 
has long been 
considered desirable that a new way 
should be found to make matches. This 
, as it seems has now been done. 
To 
be sure, a modified form of phosphor­ 
us—not poisonous, red in color and less 
liable to take fire—has been tried in 
manufacturing these very useful ar­ 
ticles; and to insure greater freedom 
from accident It has been customary 
to put the red phosphorus, not on the 
tip of the match, but in a composition 
that c oats one side of the box that con­ 
tains the matches. 
Unless these “safe­ 
ty” matches are struck on the side of 
the box they will not ignite. 
For some 
reason that is not 
generally under­ 
stood It is practically impossible to 
induce manufacturers to use red phos­ 
phorus in making common matches. 
Thus they seem to show a heartless 
disregard of the health of their em­ 
ployes. 
On the other hand, the manu­ 
facturers say that the disease ran be 
avoided if the employes use proper 
care 
It Is hard for the public to get 
at the truth of the matter. 
Anyhow, 
the inventors of the new match de­ 
clare that their 
matches 
will light 
when scratched anywhere, and yet they 
contain no phosphorus. 
A patent will 
be taken out on the process before it 
is made public. 
Tt Is reported that the’ 
Rosenthal-Komocki 
match 
can 
be 
made as cheaply as the common match, 
and. therefore, cheaper than the "safe­ 
ty” match.

Discipline and fresh 
air 
are 
wonderful 
preservatives of 
health, and a chaplain’s duties to the 
sick in times of peace are very light. 
At naval hospitals, however, whither 
are brought from the ships the very 
sick and the 
seriously 
wounded, a 
chaplain finds ample field for the exer­ 
cise of that 
tender sympathy which 
wins souls to God and for the minister­ 
ing of the consolation of religion. 
It 
is also the duty of the chaplain to as­ 
sist at naval burials. 
The regulations 
require that Christian burial be provid­ 
ed for all men who die in the service. 
If possible, the body is interred with 
the rites of the church to which the 
deceased had belonged. 
When this sad 
duty is required at sea the ship is hove 
to, the flag displayed at half mast, 
and the officers and men are mustered 
on deck to pay their last tribute to the 
departed. 
The funeral services follow 
and the body is then consigned to the 
deep.

T y p h o id C a rrie d 
by Files. 
The commission of medical experts 
appointed to make scientific investiga­ 
tions of the condition of the 
United 
States army camps to discover the 
cause of typhoid fever In them has re­ 
ported unanimously to the war depart­ 
ment that the common fly is respon­ 
sible for the infection. 
The commis­ 
sion was composed of Major Lee, Dr. 
Vernon C. Vaughn 
and 
Dr. Shake­ 
speare, of Philadelphia, all prominent 
surgeons and members of the army 
medical corps, 
it was of the utmost 
importance to ascertain definitely the 
cause of the infection, from which none 
of the camps seemed to be free. 
The 
Engineering Record remarks that the 
conclusions of the commission, while 
of the most positive character, will be 
received as simply confirmatory of a 
belief long held and expressed by san­ 
itarians, that insects play a prominent 
part in the distribution of the germs 
of cholera, typhoid and other filth dis­ 
eases. 
In camps where the water sup­ 
ply was excellent and 
the 
drainage 
good, typhoid still spread. 
Masses of 
soldiers, and sometimes every man in 
a tent, would be prostrated at a time. 
Infection of the food was indicated, 
and an increase of the disease was 
noted following rainy weather, which 
drove the files to the shelter of the 
tents. Flies there were by the million 
in all these camps, and It was found 
they fed on fecal matter from the hos­ 
pitals and the sinkholes, were present 
in swarms In the tents, and at meal­ 
time shared the food of the soldiers. 
Infinitesimal as must have been 
the 
germ conveyed by 
a single fly, the 
millions of them carried enough to in­ 
oculate through the food a large num­ 
ber of mea. The report appears to be 
of the greatest importance as bearing 
»n the sanitation of camps in tamper

This man, it is 
needless to say, was not a protege of 
Weyler. 
W hile preparing for an expected bat­ 
tle General Garcia impressed one as be­ 
ing perhaps overanxious, if not nerv­ 
ous, but tho moment the first shot was 
fired and the engagement was really on 
he seemed to uudeffgo a complete change 
of temperament.

voy’s rear. General Knbi took a body of 
cavalry in a sortie to the right and 
Brigadier Menocal another into tho left, 
llut in tho meantime a detachment of 
50 Spaniards had gained the crest of a 
little hill and were pouring a very hot 
lire from their Mausers into the gen­ 
eral’s staff, which had halted iu the 
highway. 
General Garcia’s dress and command­ 
ing appearance 011 horseback bad at* 
tracted tho enemy’s attention, and thejf 
were making a target of him. 
I was 
just iu the act of cutting into a beauti­ 
ful juicy pineapple, the first of tho sea­ 
son, when along came an accommodat­ 
ing Mauser ball and sliced off a piece 
of tho rind. 
The general saw it and 
smilingly called out, “ Turn the other 
side of the fruit toward the enemy, and 
they w ill poel it for you!” 
I ate the 
fruit, but not until wo got into a more 
sheltered spot. 
W hile reconnoitering with a detach­ 
ment of 20 men, in the fall of 1873, 
General Garcia found himself suddenly 
cut off from tho main body of his troop. 
Two hundred Spanish guerrillas, led by 
a Cuban traitor, had completely sur­ 
rounded tho little baud of insurgents. 
Volley after volley was poured into 
them until Garcia alone remained on 
his feet. 
He then discovered that the 
enemy were bent 011 capturing him 
alive. This meant torture, disgrace and 
an 
ignominious death. 
Rather than 
fall into their hands Garcia placed the 
muzzle of his heavy revolver beneath 
his chin and fired his last cartridge, in­ 
tending to blow himself into eternity.

The late General Calixto Garcia wad 
by natnre—nodally, politically and on 
the field of battle—fitted to bo a leader 
of men. AllCnba prayed for his arrival 
on the scene of her great struggle and 
blowed the day which brought him to 
command in the “ oriente. ” 
General Garcia was a man who im ­ 
pressed both the masses and the discrim ­ 
inating few. Consequently ho was pop­ 
ular w ith all. He was a believer in dis­ 
play, but nothing so impresses the rank 
and file as an oooasional glimpse of the 
pomp and glory of war. General G ar­ 
cia, either afoot or on horseback, woald 
by his very presence awaken a degree 
of enthusiasm of which any leader 
might well be proud. Hilt horse was al­ 
ways in the best possible condition. His 
uniform, which was of light, cream 
colored linen, trimm ed w ith blue, was 
of perfect fit and spotlessly clean. 
His 
wide brimmed panama, in spite of sun 
and storm, was always in correct shape. 
No m atter how short the stop, over his 
tent the flag of the republic of Cuba 
was always thrown to the breeze. 
Garcia was in many respects the di­ 
rect antithesis of ( »ome7., and yet both 
generals have worked for the same re­ 
sult, and each in his own peculiar way 
did much for “ Cuba libre. “ He was 
uhvays affable and never averse to the 
discussion of his hopes and plans for 
the future of the new republic. Ho was 
ever ready to listen to stories of suffer­ 
ing and distress, and his promise of as­ 
sistance was as good as his bond 
As a 
natural result, no m an iii Cuba made 
more friends and adm irers than ( Garcia. 
During his operations in the Ilolquiu 
district both men and women stole out 
of the towns by hundreds to see and 
welcome Calixto Garcia. I saw over 50 
women in the suburbs of Velasco all 
struggling at once to embrace bim or 
seize his hand. 
W ith smiles and tears 
of joy thoy hailed hun as “ tho savior 
of Cuba, ” the “ Ii bora tor of tho oriente.” 
Even G arcia’s enemies respected and 
admired him. 
Whon near tho city of 
Holquin, tho commander of tho Span­ 
ish forces Bent the following message 
to Gurciu: 
I have today givon permission to 
more than IOO fam ilies to remove thoir 
personal effects and belongings to some 
place in the country where food may be 
obtained. 
I am told th at you have 
plenty, and it is impossible for me to 
longer provide for them in Holquin. 
Some of them may entertain political 
sentiments unfavorable to your cause, 
but I trust that you w ill treat all w ith 
justice aud toleration.” This man, it is 
needless to say, was not a protege of 
Weyler. 
Wbilo preparing for an expected bat­ 
tle General Garcia impressed one as bo­ 
ing perhaps overanxious, if not nerv­ 
ous, but tho moment tho first shot was 
fired and the engagement vi as really on 
ho seemod to undergo a complete change 
of temperament. 
The thicker tho bul­ 
lets whistled by the more satisfied was 
his smile, and his coolness under fire 
almost suggested th at he thought death 
a huge joke. 
An illustration cif this eccentricity 
was afforded one morning in the month 
of July. 
The general reproved me 
for taking a short out across country to 
witness one of Ratii’s famous machete 
charges. “ Your burse,” he said, “ got 
tangled up in the thornsof a pinafore. 
You carried no machete, and had not 
Ohapleau oomo along and cut you free 
you might have been killed or captured. 
I don’t want to bujy you in Cuba, so 
yon will please me this morning if yon 
will keep dose by raoy or at least where 
I can keep an eye on you. ” 
Ten m inutes later we ran unexpected 
ly into a sm all convoy on its way from 
G ibara to Holquin. 
We had tom n y 
tho railroad. 
Ut was a surprise on boti 
sidos. 
They did not know our strength 
or we theirs. The fight was short, sharp 
and hot as long as it lasted. 
Most of 
the struggle took placo in tho road bo 
tween our advance guard und the con­ 
voy's rear. General Kabi took a body of 
cavalry in a sortie to the right and 
Brigadier Menocal another into the left. 
But in the m eantim e a detachment cf 
50 Spaniards had gainod tho crest of a 
little hill and wore pouring a very hot 
fire from their Muusers into the gen­ 
eral's staff, which bud halted in the 
highway. 
General G arcia's dress aud com m and­ 
ing appearance on horseback had a t ' 
tracted the enemy’s attention, aud they 
were making a target of him. I was 
just in tho act of cutting into a beauti­ 
ful juicy pineapple, the first of tho sea­ 
son, when along came an accommodat­ 
ing Mauser ball and sliced off a piece 
of the rind. 
The general saw it and 
smilingly called out, “ Turn the other 
side of the fruit towurd the enemy, and 
they w ill peel it for you!” I ate the 
fruit, but not until we got into u more 
sheltered spot. 
W hile reconnoitering w ith a detach­ 
ment of 20 men, in the fall of 1878, 
General Garcia found himself suddenly 
cut off from the main body of his troop. 
Two hundred Spanish guerrillas, led by 
a Cuban traitor, had completely sur­ 
rounded the little baud of insurgents. 
Volley after volley was poured into 
them until Garciu alone remained on 
his feet. 
He then discovered that the 
enemy were bent on capturing him 
alive. This m eant torture, disgrace and 
an ignominious death. 
Rather than 
fall into their hands Garcia placed the 
muzzle of his heavy revolver beneath 
his chin and fired his last cartridge, in- 
tending to blow himself into eternity. 


His bead was thrown a little too far 
back. 
The bull tore up through tile 
throat and head, passing out through 
th* center of his forehead. Two Spanish 
surgeons discovered a little life in bis 
body. 
Inspired not by sentiments of 
mercy, but by professional curiosity and 
pride, they bent all of their skill and 
anergies to accomplish a cure. In spite 
of the aw lul wound Garcia recovered 
And was neat a prisoner to Spain, from 
which country he escaped to the United 
States in the fall of 1895 and joined the 
insurgents in Ouha soon after. 
The 
wound completely healed, but the hole 
through the center of his forehead still 
remained. 
A piece of wadded cotton 
aud sometimes plaster of paris protected 
tho tissue of the brain from contact 
with the outside air.—George Keno in 
W ashington Star. 


Fine Fresh 


NEW U N D ER G R O U N D LAKE. 


Su 1» ter va ne att Body off W ater Found 
loader a New York Village. 
An underground lake, 40 feet deep, 
bas been recently Sound to exist under­ 
neath Lestershire, N. Y., a suburb of 
Binghamton, N. Y., and extends over 
an area equal to th at of the entire vil­ 
lage. 
There is nothing on the surface 
to indicate its presents, and it was dis­ 
covered w hile sinking artesian wells for 
a waterworks. 
G. A. Oookroft, engineer of the Che­ 
nango Engineering company of Bing­ 
hamton, was m aking a test for wells to 
be located north of the Erie tracks, on 
Broad street. The test revealed the as­ 
tonishing fact that at a considerable 
distance below the surface lay a body 
of wa tov 40 feet deep, which Mr. Gook- 
roft says extends over an area equal to 
the whole village aud probably more. 
It is a large subm arine lake, whose 
waters rue perfectly pure and sparkling, 
but w ith a peculiar taste. 
From the 
outside libero is nothing to indicate the 
source of this body, and w hat it is is a 
puzzle to all who have heard of tho 
strange discovery. 
Mr. Cockroft says 
there is enough w ater iii the lake tit 
easily supply a city five times the size 
of Binghamton. Tine area as estimate d 
by Mr. Cockroft would bo three-quar­ 
ters of a m ile by a m ile and a half, rn id 
perhaps fill is is only a small portion of 
the area covered.— New York Herald

Artillery officers who used the how ­ 
itzers at Om durm au have sent in their 
reports on tho lyddite shell. As an ex 
plosive it does not seem to answer so 
well as was expected in destroying 
buildings. 
It failed to demolish the 
M ahdi’s tomb, thou| ;h several lyddites 
went through the cupola and exploded 
inside. The building had eventually to 
bo destroyed by gun cotton. 
An aston 
ishing num ber of shrills had also to be 
used to batter down a mud hut in the 
line of fire, but in the destruction of life 
the lyddite shell is ter rible. 
It kills all 
arouud it. 
Horses aud men w ith in a 
largo area simply drop down as though 
the angel of death had passed over the 
field when the shells burst. Report says 
80 per cent of the entm y found dead 
through artillery fire showed no signs of 
wounds. 
They had been killed by the 
air concussion of the explosive 
The 
shell w as not expected to be so deadly 
in its effect, though better result s were 
anticipated in dem olishing buildings 
and fortifications. In m ountain v ,’arfare 
the lyddite shell would be Invaluable. 
There would not have been such ii sacri­ 
fice of life ou the B ritish side a t Dargai 
had the howitzers been used 
in the 
northw est frontier war.*—London M ili­ 
tary Record.

climate, not distance from home anc 
not unfriendliness on the part of the 
nativea 
The obstacle is malaria, and 
now we find that the prevalence of ma 
tafia, so far as man is concerned, de 
pe uds on the mosquito, and that thid 
pelt tilent little insect, in addition to lr 
ritating and annoying, is the means by 
whit lh the poison of malaria is propa 
gated' find distributed. 
For yours baok botanists have known 
the im portant part played by birds in 
the scattering of seed and of insects in 
the dis trthution of the pollen of plants, 
aud it seems not unlikely that pathol­ 
ogists w ill have to recognize in a much 
larger degree than has till lately been 
done tim large part taken by the subor­ 
dinate form s of life by which we are 
‘ surrounded—our cattle, our horses, our 
dogs uud cists, our flies, our mosquitoes, 
and perhaps erven our fleas—in dis­ 
tributing disease from man tom an, aud, 
as is stated iu regard to the mosquito 
and m alaria, in deciding whether the 
extension of our empire over great areas 
of tho globous surface shall be possible 
or not.— Hospital.

The purpose of the In­ 
vention is not only to prevent the wa­ 
ter from freezing, but to provide an op­ 
portunity for its expansion by cold. In­ 
to the iron pipe, as far as it la above 
the ground, there is inserted a second, 
narrower pipe of thin sheet tin or lead, 
which is filled with an elastic sub­ 
stance, such, for instance, as rubber. 
This insertion remains unaffected by 
the ordinary pressure, but if the water 
ihould be frozen by extreme cold the 
clastic insertion 1r compressed by so 
much as the volume of water is in­ 
creased by the freezing. With tho com­ 
ing of the thaw the insertion expands 
again to 
its original 
circumference. 
The object of the tin or lead around 
the insertion is to prevent an unpleas­ 
ant taste or odor being imparted to 
the water. 
It is said that water pipes 
provided with such an insertion have 
withstood a cold test of 40 degrees cen­ 
tigrade, while others that were not so 
provided invariably burst at that tem ­ 
perature.

The Germans, who are so far ahead 
of many nations In a certain class of 
technical skill, have incorporated into 
their plumbing practice a non-freezing 
water pipe, which will save an incal­ 
culable amount of annoyance in a sin­ 
gle winter. The purpose of the in­ 
vention Is not only to prevent the wa­ 
ter from freezing, but to provide an op­ 
portunity for its expansion by cold. In­ 
to the iron pipe, as far as it is above 
the ground, there is inserted a second, 
narrower pipe of thin sheet tin or lead, 
Which is filled with an elastic sub­ 
stance, such, for instance, as rubber. 
This insertion remains unaffected by 
the ordinary pressure, but if the water 
should be frozen by extreme cold the 
elastic insertion is compressed by so 
much as the volume of water is in­ 
creased by the freezing. With the com­ 
ing of the thaw the insertion expands 
again to 
its original 
circumference. 
The object of the tin or lead around 
the insertion is to prevent an unpleas­ 
ant taste or odor being imparted to 
the water. It is said that water pipes 
provided with such an insertion have 
withstood a cold test of 40 degrees cen­ 
tigrade, while others that were not so 
provided invariably burst at that tem­ 
perature.

“ Bnlverse tree,” whose trunk was the 
cosmic axis, whose roots were In the 
under-world, and whoso branches, lift­ 
ed aloft Into the ukioti, bore up the 
heavenly hosts. 
The custom of decorating the church­ 
es with greenery at Christmas had its 
origin in a pagan ceremony. 
The 
great feast of Saturn was held in De­ 
cember, when tin* worshipers hung the 
temple with such green things as they 
eouid find; and tin* Christians adopted 
the same method to celebrate the birth 
of the Savior, giving It an emblematic 
turn by referring to the "righteous 
branch,” and Justifying It from Isaiah 
55: 13 
"The glory of Lebanon shall 
come unto thee, the fir tree, the pine 
tree and the box together to beautify 
the place of my sanctuary.” 
The holly, or holy tree, 
Is called 
Christ's thorn 
in Germany and Scan­ 
dinavia, from its use in church decora­ 
tions and its putting forth Us berries 
at Christmas time. 


T H E YULE LOG, 


Christmas 
day 
In 
the 
primitive 
church was always observed as 
the 
Sabbath day, and, like that preceded 
by an Eve, or Vigil. 
Hence our pres­ 
ent Christmas Eve. 
On the night of 
this Eve, people were wont to light 
up candles of an uncommon size, call­ 
ed Christmas candles, and lay a log of 
wood upon the flre, called a Yule log 
or Christmas block, to illuminate the 
house, and, as it were, to turn night 
Into day. 
This custom is still kept up 
in the north of England. 
The size of 
these logs of wood, which were 
in 
fact great trees, may be imagined from 
the fact that in the time of the civil 
wars of the last century, Capt. Hosier 
burnt the 
house of Mr. 
Barker^of 
Haghmond Abbey, near Shrewsbury, 
by setting flre to the Yule log. 
At 
the bringing in of the Yule log at 
Christmas Eve in the ancient castle of 
England, the great hall of the castle 
was profusely decorated with ivy and 
holly berries. 
As soon as the log was 
lighted the Christmas festivities be­ 
gan. 
The servants were then given a 
general holiday and did not go to bed 
at all, but rambled about until the 
church bells called them to prayer at 
12 o’clock. 
The word Yule signifies 
Christmas, which was 
called in the 
Latin or W estern church the Feast of 
Lights, because they used many lights 
or candles at Its celebration in honor 
o< Christ, the Light of all U gbta.

"Wassail bob,” a bunch of holly or 
other evergreens on a pole, decked with 
ribbons and hung with oranges and 
apples, and sometimes bearing a pair 
of dolls, was carried about iii York­ 
shire at Christmas nearly a century 
ago. 
And until ISHO the “besant” was 
escorted by a procession with music at 
Shaftesbury—It being 
a tree-shaped 
framework covered with ribbons, (low­ 
ers and peacock 
feathers, on which 
were hung jewels, coins and other ar­ 
ticles of value, loaned by the local gen­ 
try. 
Hutchins’ history of Dorset states 
in 1803 that the decorations of this 
“besant,” or “byzant,” or “ bezon,” as 
it was variously called, were sometime* 
worth as much as £1,500. 
These and kindred customs prevail­ 
ing iii the England of a century ago 
are generally regarded by archaeolo­ 
gists us survivals 
of tree worship, 
which seems to have existed every­ 
where. 
Germany probably received the tree 
from Scandinavia, where the ancient 
legend tells of “Yggdrasil,” the ash,

books, written a dozen centuries ago, 
relate how the gods pulled up by the 
roots on the mountain Kagcr the Saka 
tree, on the branches of which they 
hung Jewels, a mirror and blue and 
white peace offering* to the shining 
goddess of the heavens. 
The Hindoo Parijata and Kalpavris- 
k«ha yielded all the objects of the de­ 
sires of gods and mortals,-and so, too. 
did the Iranian 
Harvisptokhm, “the* 
tree of all the seeds.” 
At cremation ceremonies in Bud­ 
dhist Slam a framework representing 
a tree, to which are tied limes aud nut­ 
shells containing money and lottery 
tickets, occupies a prominent place, and 
after the rite* these “fruits,” which 
are called “karaphruk,” are scrambled 
for by the crowd. 
In Upper India the scavenger caste 
carry In processions, in honor of their 
god Zahir, a bamboo framework deck­ 
ed with bright colored cloths and pea­ 
cock feathers, and hung with fans and 
bunches of cocoa nuts. 
Lucian described trees covered with 
ornaments and aacred attributes which 
were brought each year to be burnt 
offerings to the goddess Atergatls at 
Hierapolla of Syria; and he told also 
of great trees, loaded with goats, sheep, 
garments and gold and silver objects 
which were burned before the fiyro- 
Phoenldan gods. 
Conventional, or “made-up” 
trots 
are pictured on Babylonian cylinders, 
and one of tho bilingual hymn* trans­ 
lated by Prof. Sayee describes how tho 
“plato of tho Trot" (of which those 
pictured tress vtrs«awM bt#dly sym­ 


bols) Is tho central spot of the earth, 
while Its fruits- obviously the stars— 
are of brilliant crystal and reach Into 
the liquid vast." 
Tho pine of Cybelo and Aitis Is still 
to bo scon on tho ancient bas reliefs, 
hung with bell*, u reed flute, a wheel 
and ot her objects, and thoro are sacred 
birds amoug the branches and a ram

and a bull standing beneath, ready for 
sacrifice. 
Pictures and other 
votive 
objects 
were attached to the laurel of Apollo. 
Summing up all the evidence, It cer­ 
tainly seems that tho Christmas tree 
bung with gifts has descended to us 
from the time* when decorated trees 
laden with offerings were worshiped 
as representatives 
of 
the 
abstract 
“Universe tree,” whose trunk was the 
cosmic axis, whose roots were In the 
urider-world, and whose branches, lift­ 
ed aloft into the skies, bore up the 
heavenly hosts. 
The custom of decorating the church­ 
es with greenery at Christmas had Its 
origin in a pagan ceremony. 
The 
great feast of Saturn was held In De­ 
cember, when the worshipers hung the 
temple with such green things as they 
could find; and the Christian* adopted 
the same method to celebrate tho birth 
of the Savior, giving It an emblematic 
turn by referring to the “righteous 
branch.” and justifying it from Isaiah 
55: 13—“The glory of Lebanon shall 
come unto thee, the fir tree, the pine 
tree and the box together to beautify 
the place of my sanctuary.” 
Tho holly, or holy tree, 
is called 
Christ’s thorn 
in Germany and Scan­ 
dinavia. from Its use In church decora­ 
tions and Its putting forth its berries 
at Christmas time. 


T H E Y U L E LOG. 


Christmas 
day 
In 
the 
primitive 
church was always observed as the 
Sabbath day, and, like that preceded 
by an Eve, or Vigil. 
Hence our pres­ 
ent Christinas Eve. 
On the night of 
this Eve, people were wont to light 
up candles of an uncommon size, call­ 
ed Christmas candles, and lay a log of 
wood upon the fire, called a Yule log 
or Christmas block, to Illuminate the 
house, and, as It were, to turn night 
Into day. 
This custom is still kept up 
In the north of England. 
The size of 
these logs of wood, which were 
In 
fact great trees, may be Imagined from 
the fact that in the time of the civil 
wars of the last century, Capt. Hosier 
burnt the 
house of Mr. 
B ark ery! 
Haghmond Abbey, near Shrewsbury, 
by setting fire to the Yule log. 
At 
the bringing In of the Yule log at 
Christmas Eve In the ancient castle of 
England, the great hall of the castle 
was profusely decorated with Ivy and 
bolly berrlea. 
Aa soon as the log was 
lighted the Christmas festivities be­ 
gan. 
Th# servants were then given a 
general holiday and did not go to bed 
at ail, but rambled about until the 
church bells called them to prayer at 
IS o'clock. 
Tbs word Yule signifies 
Christmas, which was called la th# 
Latta or Western church the reset of 
Lights, because they used many lights 
qy candles at Its oeVebraUoa la hoaor 
sd Christ, th# Light at all Lfchta.
